Colorado — Colorado Springs. — Month of July, 1910. Population, 
539,700. Total number of deaths from all causes, 46, including 
typhoid fever 1, tuberculosis, 15. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 
8, measles 3, scarlet fever 7, diphtheria 3. 

Month of August, 1910. Total number of deaths 54, including 
scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 1, tuberculosis 34. Cases reported: 
Typhoid fever 9, measles 2, scarlet fever 100, diphtheria 3. 

Florida. — Week ended October 8, 1910. Reports from the State 
board of health show typhoid fever present in 2 localities (Tampa 
and Port Tampa City) with 2 cases, diphtheria in 1 locality with 2 
cases, malaria in 5 localities with 16 cases, tuberculosis in 9 localities 
with 10 cases. 

Louisiana — Shreveport. — Month of September, 1910. Population, 
30,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 72 (resident 41, 
nonresident 31), including typhoid fever 6, diphtheria 1, tuberculosis 
9 (resident 4, nonresident 5). 

Michigan.— Month of August, 1910. Population, 2,668,308. 
Total number of deaths from all causes, 3,587, including typhoid fever 
60, measles 10, scarlet fever 6, diphtheria 34, tuberculosis 211. 
Cases reported: Typhoid fever 414 in 152 localities, smallpox 70 in 
29 localities, measles 195 in 39 localities, scarlet fever 188 in 44 
localities, diphtheria 222 in 64 localities, tuberculosis 100 cases.
